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CLASS  HISTORY

C  LOWLY  and  solemnly  the  long  column  of 
clean-cut,  immaculately-clad  young  men 
made  its  way  down  the  long-drawn  aisle  of 
Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  on  this  memorable 
June  evening  in  1942,  to  the  accompaniment  of 
parental  "Oh's"  and  "Ah's".  Solemn  were  the 
young  men  indeed;  for  deep  within  each  lad 
was  a  feeling  of  heartfelt  sorrow  and  regret. 
Each  youth,  soon  to  be  awarded  his  diploma, 
realized  that  within  a  few  moments  his  glorious 
years  as  a  student  of  English  High  School  were 
to  come  to  an  end;  that  the  many  hours  of 
pleasure  derived  from  the  several  academic  and 
athletic  activities  at  English  High  were  to  be  no 
more.  This  deep  solemnity  was  relieved  by  a 
common  inspiring  feeling  of  accomplishment  and 
achievement.  At  last,  the  four  years  of  prepara- 
tion and  advancement  were  to  be  rewarded; 
from  this  day  forth,  each  youth  might  proudly 
proclaim  that  he  was  a  graduate  fo  Boston  Eng- 
lish High  School,  Class  of  1942. 

Gradually,  the  procession  alters  its  form 
and  the  students  take  their  seats  as  the  cere- 
mony begins.  One  by  one,  the  young  men 
advance  to  the  stage  to  receive  that  long-sought 
document,  the  high  school  diploma.  But  let  us 
more  thoroughly  examine  the  minds  and 
thoughts  of  these  seemingly  dazed  and  dreaming 
youths.  There  is  a  lad — there,  the  one  with  the 
misty  eyes  sitting  at  the  end  of  his  row.  Let  us 
peer  into  his  mental  panorama.

Awaiting  the  announcement  of  his  name 
John  J.  Doe,  '42,  quietly  oblivious  of  his  sur- 
roundings, unfolds  in  his  mind's  eye  his  four 
years  at  English  High  School. 

His  whirling  mind  goes  back  to  a  warm, 
sunny  September  morning  in  1938.  His  heart 
is  all  aflutter  as  he  timidly  enters  the  noble 
portals  of  a  towered  edifice  on  Montgomery 
Street,  Boston  .  .  .This  is  his  first  day  at  Eng- 
lish High  School.  What  was  the  secret  of  the 
mysterious  maze  of  long,  winding  corridors? 
What  was  the  solution  to  the  puzzling  crypto- 
graph.which  supposedly  contained  the  program 
of  studies?  These  were  but  a  few  of  the  ques- 
tions John  J.  Doe  distinctly  remembers  to  have 
asked  himself  on  that  eventful  day.  Indeed, 
he  must  have  eaten  at  least  three  lunches  that 
September  morning  in  the  crowded  but  elabor- 
ately-equipped and  tidily  kept  cafeteria. 

In  his  first  year,  he  recalls,  he  was  intro- 
duced to  the  school  magazine,  the  Record,  to 
the  many  club  activities,  and,  of  course,  to  the 
"spucky."  In  his  Freshman  year  also,  he  wit- 
nessed his  first  English-Latin  game  and  for  the 
first  time  became  inbued  with  the  unsurpassable 
English  High  spirit. 

His  Freshman  year  saw  the  virtues  of  our 
headmaster,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Downey  rewarded, 
as  Governor  Saltonstall  appointed  him  State 
Commissioner  of  Education.  Albert  F.  Reed, 
head  of  the  Latin  department,  replaced  Mr. 
Downey  as  headmaster.  His  Freshman  year 
saw  Major  Driscoll,  our  drill  instructor,  raised 
to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel. 

All  in  all,  his  Freshman  year  was  one  of 
preparation  and  development  to  mold  John  J. 
Doe  into  a  Senior  of  whom  English  High  might 
one  day  be  proud. 

The  next  fall,  our  dazed  hero  recalls,  he 
proudly  reentered  school  as  a  Sophomore. 
The  rolled-up  pant  legs  and  brilliantly  colored 
socks,  characteristic  of  the  Sophomore,  were  now 
his  heritage.  No  longer  were  the  long  conidors 
and  program  cards  a  mystery  to  him.  No  longer 
was  he  scoffed  at  and  lightedly  addressed  as 
"Freshman."  Drill  he  had  already  mastered, 
and  his  military  powers  he  had  displayed  in 
Prize  Drill  and  the  Annual  Street  Parade. 


By  now  ho  was  well  aware  of  tho  suporiority 
of  Englisli  High  in  the  several  activities — foot- 
ball, traek,  hockey,  debating,  etc. — as  English 
High  was  proclaimed  City  Champions  of  Foot- 
ball despite  a  0 — 0  tie  at  the  hand  of  Boston 
Latin.  The  Sophomore  year  brought  him  one 
step  nearer  the  coveted  goal,  graduation. 

In  September  1940,  John  J.  Doe  again 
resumed  his  high  school  course,  now  as  a 
Junior.  How  proud  he  was  when  he  took 
possession  of  his  new  locker — this  time  on  the 
south  side ! 

Despite  a  19 — 13  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
P.  L.  S.  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  our  praise- 
worthy Blue  and  Blue  football  squad  turned 
in  a  glorious  record. 

A  deep  melancholy  entombed  the  entire 
school,  both  teachers  and  pupils,  when  news 
arrived  of  the  death  of  Walter  I.  Chapman, 
head  of  the  Spanish  department. 

The  Class  of  1942  felt  for  the  first  time 
a  sense  of  importance  and  responsibility  as  the 
time  for  the  Junior  elections  arose.  To  repre- 
sent the  class  were  chose  Robert  A.  Booth  as 
president,  Thomas  F.  Kelley  as  vice-president, 
James  P.  Kelly  as  secretary-treasurer,  Albert 
Chin  and  Robert  V.  Dandrow  as  executive 
committee. 

His  Junior  year  saw  English  High  School 
achieve  great  honor  as  the  Record  was  awarded 
a  first  prize  by  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press 
Association  of  Columbia  University,  New  York 
City,  in  competition  with  schools  throughout 
the  nation.  John  J.  Doe  then  realized  he  was 
becoming  a  man,  already  making  definite  plans 
for  the  future,  following  graduation. 

A  proud  grin  spreads  over  the  face  of  our 
hero  as  he  recalls  the  day  in  the  fall  of  1941 
when  he  first  entered  the  school  as  a  Senior. 
How  distant  seemed  those  days  when  he  was 
a  Freshman;  now  he  was  a  man,  a  full  pledged 
Senior!  With  due  deliberation  and  sense  of 
authority,  he,  together  with  the  rest  of  the 
Class  of  1942,  chose  their  class  officers:  Robert 
V.  Dandrow,  president;  Charles  J.  O'Malley, 
vice-president;  James  P.  Kelley,  secretary- 
treasurer;  Salvatore  J.  Pantano,  and  Francis 
L.  X.  Regan,  executive  committee.  A  better 
set  of  men  could  not  be  had. 

On  February  6,  1942  the  Class  of  '42  under- 
took its  first  social  engagement,  The  Blue  and

Blue  Midwinter  Prom,  held  at  the  Sheraton 
Hotel.  The  encouraging  success  of  this  first 
afTair  practically  guaranteed  the  future  of  the 
next  social  event. 

Again  the  school  was  saddened  with  the 
passing  of  Thomas  H.  McMahan,  formerly  of 
the  French  department. 

The  superiority  of  English  High,  John  J. 
Doe  proudly  recalls,  again  come  to  light  when 
the  Blue  and  Blue  hockey  team  was  crowned 
city  champs  of  1942.  For  the  second  consecu- 
tive time  the  English  High  Record  won  a  first 
prize  in  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Associa- 
tion competition  at  Columbia  University. 
Warmer  days  approached,  and  with  the  arrival 
of  summer  came  the  last  street  parade.  Follow- 
ing this,  the  farewell  prom  ended  the  year  in  a 
blaze  of  glory. 

At  last,  after  years  of  preparation  and  striv- 
ing, graduation  night  has  been  reached;  and 
yet — yet,  he  feels  as  if  he  cannot  leave. 

A  sharp  poke  in  the  ribs  jolts  John  J.  Doe 
from  his  reminiscences.  His  name  has  been 
called  and  he  now  proceeds  to  receive  his 
diploma  from  the  hands  of  the  headmaster, 
Albert  F.  Reed.  As  he  climbs  to  the  stage,  he 
is  aware  of  the  cherishing,  admiring  eyes  of  his 
self-sacrificing  parents  fastened  intently  on  their 
son.  Proudly  he  returns  to  his  seat  overcome 
by  a  great  consciousness  of  achievement.  His 
coveted  goal  has  been  attained ;  he  is  a  graduate 
of  Boston  Enghsh  High  School,  Cla.ss  of  1942.

I  took  the 
elevator  up  to  the  second  floor.  What?  You  don't  know  where  the  elevator  is?  Well,  neither  do 
I,  but  let's  pretend  we  do — ^for  posterity's  sake!  !  !  .  .  .  Just  as  I  was  passing  the  physics  labora- 
tory, the  air  raid  warning  rang  and  Mr.  Frazier  and  his  host  of  genial  yes-men  (with  apologies  for 
the  plagiarism  to  Orel)  were  forced  to  terminate  their  conclave  as  the  entire  student  enrollment  of 
over  3000  returned  to  their  home  rooms  (in  perfect  silence!)  .  .  .

To  those  who  continue  their 
education  at  higher  institutions,  let  no  impediment  deter  you!  .  .  .  The  Class  of  '42  is  indeed  the 
best  class  ever  to  be  graduated!  Let  us  resolve  that  it  will  never  be  other  than  loyal  and  true  to 
its  Alma  Mater  and  that  the  actions  of  its  members  will  ever  reflect  the  glory  of  English  High 
School!   Pardon  me  while  I  wipe  a  tear  from  my  best  Blue  and  Blue  tie!   Good  luck,  one  and  all!

Under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr.  Lundin,  the  club  meets  in  Room  104  on  the  first 
and  third  Tuesday,  before  school.    The  club  is  essentially  composed  of  seniors  whose  record  in 
mathematics  supposedly  suggests  an  above-average  knowledge  and  affinity  for  math. 

The  subject  matter  undertaken  by  the  organization  represents  problems  in  navigation  and  the 
like  bearing  directly  on  practical  mathematics.
